REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


In the Office Action mailed June 9, 2004, claims 1-55 were deemed to be subject to 
restriction and election of species.

and 47)]. 

By this Amendment and Response, Applicants hereby provisionally elect Group I, 
Species 3 (Claims 5-6, 16-17, 28-29, and 42-43) and Group II, Species 1 (Claims 10, 20, 32, and 
46) without traverse. Applicants' election is without prejudice or admission with respect to the 
Applicants' right to re-file the withdrawn claims in a divisional application. No new matter has 
been introduced into the application. The claims as now presented are believed to be in 
allowable condition. Applicants respectfully request consideration of the application and 
allowance of all pending claims.
